Three Men at Cayuga—Ex-Strik-
ers Assisting at arpentry and Brick
Work and in Cleaning Up Roads in
Other Loecal Collisries—Delegntes
Leave for the Indianapolis Conven-
tion—Board Member Henry J. Col-
lins in Oharge of Headquarters.

Six striking miners yosterday re-
turned to work at the Dickeon colliery
of the Delaware and Hudeon company.
‘They walted on Buperintendent Rose In
n body and asked to be given employ-
ment saying they were “tired of the
strike” and unahle to stand the hard-
ships of idlenesg any longer, Mr. Roso
dranged to give them work cleaning up
roadways and the like and yesterday
they went into the mine.

This s the firgt Ingtance of a number
of miners returning to work together.
For two weeks past the different com-
panieg hive made plaves for indlividual
applicants for reinstatement, but until

yesterday none of them reported a num-

ber of miners banding together and go-
Ing back to work.

Superintendent Phillips, of the Dela-
ware, Lackawannae and Western coms-
pany, =ald yesterday that not a day
passes but what several miners come
into the office and ask to be given
work. They are, as a rule, told there is
no work for them, and that If they
want to go to work It will he necessary
for them to make application In num-
bers sufliclent to start up a colllery.
